Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn.

3. Claims 1-4, 6, 8-15, 17, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by JP 2000158096. 

JP '096 discloses a casting apparatus comprising a die, a plate shaped heater (3), a gas 
supplying section (5), a lid (6), a hd moving structure (15), wherein the lid moving structure 
controls flow rate of inert gas. The lid is moved vertically. The molten metal used in the 
apparatus can be silicon. The heater is parallel to the lid. There are additional heaters below the 
die (abstract).
